M ABLE E. DANIELS NOW MUSIC 

TEACHER IN SOUTH CHINA 

GIRLS' SCHOOL—GIVES INTER¬ 
ESTING ACCOUNT OF CHINESE 

WEDDING 

A letter has been received by a 
member of the Sand spur Staff • from 
Mabel E, Daniels, (A* B.) who is now 
engaged in Missionary work at Can¬ 
ton, China, 

Upon graduating from Rollins in 
1913* she attended Oberlin Theologi¬ 
cal Seminary from which she grad¬ 
uated. While at Rollins she was a 
most excellent student, as well as 
a great athlete, at one lime playing 
center on the basket-ball team. She 
was also a member of the Girls Glee 
Club and The Rollins Orchestra. She 
took an active part in all the Rol 
Linn activities and because of her 
lovable and Christian character won 
a host of friends, who will be inter¬ 
ested in hearing about her work In 
China, 

The following extract was taken 
from her letter: 

"Greetings from China! I arrived 
here two months ago and have been 
busy ever since, l came as a music 
teacher in the South China Girls* 
School, hut am given the first year 
for language study without other 
* work, I am enjoying everything— 
haven’t been homesick a bit. It helps 
to have the Rollins paper every 
week. 

Many things here remind me of 
Florida: the palms and camphor trees 
In our front yard; the first-class per¬ 
simmons and oranges on which we 
continually feast: the blue, blue sky 
and the very warm sun, and even the 
fact that when the thermometer goes 
below 50 degrees we shiver around 
an open fire. We have a fine loca¬ 
tion on a canal leading from the 
Pearl River. 1 only wish we could 
have as good a chance to swim as 
you have In Lake Virginia, but the 
water is ho filthy l hate to touch a 
finger In it, 1 am hoping we may 
build a swimming tank In the new 
gymnasium which we planned soon 
to erect. But prices are high here, 
as elsewhere. 

Remember me kindly to the dear 
Rollins people. Did you ever go to 
a wedding and have the bridegroom 
pay more attention to you than he 
did to the bride? That is what 1 
did last night, ^ 

Helen Tow and l were going home 
from a dinner to which we had been 
invited, and attracted by large red 
paper lanterns on either side of the

At the regular meeting of the Y* 
M. C. A. on Tuesday evening. Febru¬ 
ary 12th. Dr. Roland F* Ho Lard* of 
Winter Park, spojp* on the advance¬ 
ment of surgery during the last lew 
centuries* Dr. Ho turd is a graduate 
of Tulane University, has practiced 
medicine for some years* and is an 
authority on recent medical research, 
devoid of all technicalities, lie show¬ 
ed the progress in the use of imis- 
thetics, sterilization * grafting, and 
means for stopping hemorrhages. He 
showed that before the discovery of 
chloroform and ether amputations 
were made with the aid of cold ap¬ 
plications* The pain resulting from 
these operations was greater than 
that which would have been caused 
if no antithetic was tjsed. At the 
time ui the Civil War. ether and 
chloroform, wore discovered* and by 
the use of these operations were 
made painless, Also operations that 
were hitherto impossible could be 
accomplished. 

Dr. Hotard told how hemorrhages 
were treated a few centuries ago by 
the use of boiling oil* But now it 
has developed llial a punctured ar¬ 
tery is sewed up with cat-gut. 

Before the microscope was invent¬ 
ed no one knew anything of the dan¬ 
ger of infection. By the use of the 
microscope bacteria and genus have 
been discovered and their discovery 
has thrown light on the mystery sur¬ 
rounding the causes of many previ¬ 
ous failures In surgical operations* 
Thus sterilization has become one of 
the surgeons most important precau¬ 
tions* 

Grafting was not acornmon thing 
a few years ago: hut tlie infinite op¬ 
portunity offered by modern war sur 
gery has stimulated this art so that 
it has become a comparatively sim¬ 
ple matter to patch up a mutilated 
human body. 

Dr. Hotard added interest to his 
lalk by relating a number of actual 
experiences* His evident enthus¬ 
iasm and comprehensive exposition, 
together with his genial personality, 
won the undivided attention of his 
hearers* It Is regretted that a great 
er number of the young men were 
not present.

By virtue of a proclamation of the 
President under an act of Congress 
pasted In August, 1916, Secretary Me- 
Adoo as Diroc or General or the Rail¬ 
roads look posesstou and ana Limed 
control or the railways of the country 
nt midnight, December :>L It is pro 
i csed that the Government pay the 
stockholders dividends based on the 
average net operative income for the 
lftA* thrPo years. 

The Director General's firm act was 
to direct that all office: h and employ* 
ees of the transportation system tak¬ 
en over ccn inu thtdr duties as usual 
and that the railways should he op¬ 
erated as a national system of trans¬ 
portation, national needs belli held 
In nil instances pa rainmint to sup¬ 
posed corporate advantages. All the 
railway i operty and facilities ax-3 to 
he fuTy utilized without regard to 
ownership, and the designation of 
route* by shippers and traffic agree 
ments between carriers a to be dis 
regarded when interfering with the ex 
peditlcn of traffic; ihmugh routes ere 
established. Existing ia'-c schedules 
and outstanding orders cf the Inter 
state Commerce Commission nre tr 
be observed until annulled. 

The Director Genera! cull ad upon 
all rr-.Traad officials to lake up via 
icoufly and immediately the mu ter u: 
the common use of terminals and par¬ 
allel lines, wiping cut all competitive 
prohibitions and waiving competitive 
centre! of solicitation of traffic. The 
terminal fact!Lies in the large cities 
are to he treated as a unit when neces¬ 
sary, An immediate study and invest¬ 
igation of railway and especially ter¬ 
minal conditions we:e directed. 

In some section* oT the country an 
embargo was placed on any consignee 
noi releasing freight promptly upon 
arrival: certain pa.-seager trains were 
aimuited; and all ove ihc country 
the demurrage charges on unloaded 
ca rs w ere increas ed.

“As traffic demands Inc: ?ased while 
facilities decreased, due to wear and 
tear an I the enlistment of thousands 
or railway workers, recourse was had 
to reduction of se]vice and the em¬ 
ployment of women and men not ca,-| 
liable of hearing arms, the number of« 
women employed increasing in three 
years from 15,000 to 1-00,000, Freight 
cars were pooled without regard to 
ownership, and the loading and un¬ 
loading of e£.rs were expedited under 
heavy penalties, fines, and imprison¬ 
ment; It was made a criminal offense 
to fail to load or unload In accordance 
with the rules. Passenger trains were 
annulled, reservation cf seats abol¬ 
ished, traffic diverted, and passenger 
rates advanced 50 per cent, not so 
much to Increase revenue as to dis¬ 
courage travel.
